UNEMPLOYMENT IN DOMINION 
1s DECREASING 


The National Employment Commis- 
sivag (aavisury to the Minister of 
Lavor) in its December “Information 
devvice” quotes figures to show that 
unemployment in Canada is gradualiy 
decreasing. 

the heavy burden under which the 
governments bave been laboring for 
the past number of years is indicated 
by the following statement made in 
the “information Service”: 


“Payment for unemployment aid 
and relief of agricultural distress 
by the three units of government 
have amvunted to more than 
300,000,000 since 193U. Though 
the numbers are now considerably 
reduced, approximately  1,U0U0U,0UU 
men, women and children have 
been aided month after month 
through “direct relief” or by pro- 
vision of work on special projects 
in the past five years up to 1937.” 


The report goes on to say that pre- 
ilminary figures of September, 1937, 
show definite progress. 

The total of employable unemployed 
has dropped by 91,177, bringing it 
down to 115,246. The 1937 registra- 
tion showed the total number of per- 
sons receiving both unemployment and 
agricultural aid to be 752,714, a de- 
crease of 202,906 from the 95/),620 of 
the previous year. 

While conditions are improving on 
the industria! ficld unemployment re- 
mains one of the ‘najor problems in 
Canada.

When the news was flashed across 


Canada on January 3 that the miesing 
survey party on James’ Bay had Leen 
discovered and rescued by Pilot G. R.

Musical Notes 


By H. L. Vaughan 


Quite recently a surprising number 
of books have been written about 
music, and aimed at raising the musi- 
cal appreciation of the average man. 
One of the best of these books is that 
by Deems Taylor, “Of Man and 
Music.” Deems Taylor is best known 
to most of us in the role of Commen- 
tator on the Sunday afternoon broad- 
casts of the lIharmonic Symphony 

ety from New York. Radio com- 
mentators on musical programs, are 
not always a blessing, many of them 
being listened to because it is almost 
impossible not to, if one is to hear the 
music. It is certainly not stretching 
the truth to say that the reverse is 
true as regards Deems Taylor. Many 
people listen to the Symphony broad- 
casts to hear Deems Taylor. 

His manner both in apeahios and in 
writing is at once so informal and un- 
studied, and at the same time inter- 
esting and informative, that even the 
mon without the least equipment in 
musical training cannot help but get 
eajoyment from his comments. He 
was born in New York some 50 years 
ago, and received most of hia educa- 
tion there. He has been very success- 
ful as a composer of orchestral works 
and operas, two of his operas having 
been performed by the Metropolitan 
Opera. He has done a great deal of 
newspaper work as a musical critic, 
as well as serving as a war corres- 
pondent in France during the Great 
War for the Sunday Tribune. More 
recently he has become known to 
many thousands of people through the 
Philharmonic broadcasts. 

“Of Man and Music” is a collection 
of articles on many different musical 
subjects, many of them having orig- 
inated in Mr. Taylor's radio talks. He 
tells in a most lively manner incidents 
of great interest, and happenings of 
the present day, as well as delving far 
back into history. 

He tells of the incident of the per- 
formance of Geurge Antheil’s “Ballet 
Mechanique” in Carnegie Hall. Ant- 
heil’s frients claimed his music to be 
music of the future, but his enemies 
were so unkind as to describe it as so 
much noise, and merely a bid for at- 
tention. The score of the “Ballet 
Mechanique” called for, besides the 
usual instruments, ten grand pianos, 
one player piano, six xylophones, four 
bass drums, a couple of automobile 
klaxons, a fire-alarm siren, and an 
airplane propeller —- from which one 
would guess that the work sounded 
much like a great war sequence. Mr. 
Taylor goes on to say, “The piece be- 
gan before a silent and attentive aud- 
jence. After five minutes of it, a tew 
began to fidget; after six minutes a 
ew more began to cough; after seven, 
a few more began to giggle. At the 
eighth minute precisely a man in the 
third row raised his cane, to which he 
had tied his handkerchief. And at 
the sight of the white flag, the entire 
house simultaneously, gave up trying 
not to laugh. I don't know how the 
“Ballet. Mechanique" ends. I am not 
even prepared to discuss its possible 
musical value; but I do know thai as 
a comedy hit it was one of the great- 
est that ever played to Carnegie Hall. 

lr another article on the weaknesses 
of orchestral instruments and con- 
ductors in the days of the old maaters, 
he tells us “that the conductor was 
merely a time beater, sometimes using 
a violin bow as a baton, or a'‘roll of 
paper, or leading the orchestra from 
his place at the harpsichord.” Some 
conductors used to sisimp on the floor 
or rap on the furniture with a zane. 
Hence if a conductor got unduly ex- 
cited, almost anything might happen, 
as “The great French operatic com- 
poser, Lully, used to conduct perform- 
ances of his operas in this manner; 
and at one performance pounded his 
foot by mistake. The foot developed 
gangrene, and he died of it.”

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
Gentlemen: 
It gives me very much pleasure to 


| present to you the first annual report 
‘of the Falher General Cooperatives 
| Association, Ltd. Cooperative enter- 


' prise had often been mentioned in this 
| district; to make this a reality was 
| left to the shareholders here assembled. 
I would immediately like to tell you 
that a Board of Directors was chosen 
by the organizers. At the start of the 
organizers we felt that it weuld be 
desirable to make the Board of 
Directors consist of those who had, up 
to the present time, started the project. 
it was in the interest of success that 
this was done. 


Now that a year has ed and we 
are firmly established, you will be 
called upon to replace two directors, 
and you are free to choose anyone you 
wish, amongst the members. 


The term of office of Directors E. 
Espins and L. Dentinger expires today. 

4 would remind you to keep in mind 
that for continued success‘the Board 
of Directors must be composed of real 
cooperators, who have cooperation at 
heart. 

Just slightly over a year ago, after 
having solid approximately one hun- 
dred shares, giving us a capital of 
$1,000.00, we felt that it would be wise 
to start a store at once, so that our 
shareholders could benefit through 
their Christmas purchases. The share- 
holders will realize the difficulties en- 
countered. In order to obtain a charter 
it was necessary to establish the co- 
operative along the lines as laid down 
by the law. This meant the drawing 
up of by-iaws and regulations which 
would meet with the approval of the 
Department of Coopeartive enterprise 
in Alberta. After a solid week of 
work this was finally done and we felt 
justified in expecting that the govern- 
ment would nccept and register our 
by-laws and regulations. We _ there- 
fore sent a messenger to obtain the 
charter for us, and we rightfully feel 
gratified to state that our regulations 
and by-laws were immediately ap- 
proved and the charter issued the 
same day. As you are aware, it is 
very common to have to make many 
changes before by-laws are eventually 
accepted. . 

The next step, and one equally diffi- 
cult, was to obtain a stock of goods. 
After canvassing the city of Edmon- 
ton for several days we found that it 
was impossible to have any goods on 
credit, but that everything we wanted 
had to be paid for in cash. Remem- 
bering that our capital was o 
$1,000.00, which had to include all or- 
ganization expenses as well as by our 
original stock, we concluded that we 
must obtain some credit somewhere. 
Finally we were fortunate in securing 
a fifteen-hundred-dollar stock of gro- 
ceries. We could not get any hard- 
ware or dry goods and therefore could 
not handle those lines for our share- 
holders. Premises were rented and put 
|in order. 
}and the store was opened. So with 
| such a small beginning, after one short 
| year we find our position as follows: 
Our turnover amounted to over fifteen 
thousand dollars, showing that the 
shareholders supported = their store 
well.

Had crop con- 
ditions been better in the district this 
fall, we feel sure that the cooperative 
would have enjoyed an ever-increasing 
share of such good timés.

The Directors do not think i wise 
to declare a dividend thse year. We 
suggest to the shareholders that it 8 
essential to ouiid up our stock as much 
as possible. We feel that since a 
snare tor which a sharehoider paid ten 
avuuars 18 now worth ten dolkars and 
twenty-five cents, plus the fact that 
purchasers bougnt tneir goods at lower 
prices, should ve very good news for 
the snarehoigers. The Wirectors will 
continue to keep the progress of the 
cvoperative in mind. We hope that 
every sharehvulder will do his best to 
try and nave more pevgae buy sharcse 
and become members. This new capi- 
tal will neip the cooperative to aug- 
ment its stock. it is aiso our intention 
to increase our stock in the hardware 
aeparunent as quicKiy as possible. We 
have many calls ter hardware whica 
we cannot fill. 

The first year of operation has been 
one of experience. Through actual 
operation we have been able to gain a 
cunsiderabie knowledge of the trade. 
ahis knowiedge is in our opinion a 
great asset to the shareholders, -nd 
wil be reflected jn our earnings niv-e 
and more as time goes along. The co- 
operative has kept away from giviag 
credit and because of this we were tn 
a very strong position with all whole- 
sale organizations. We shall continue 
tv maintain the good name of th; co- 
operative by meeting ali our invoices 
quickly. uhe sharenoiders can help 
us materially in this by sticking to a 
cash basis. if at all possible, it ‘s the 
very best way of doing business. 

Many decisions had to be taken dur- 
ing the year in the course of admin‘s- 
tration. In each case the Directors 
were guided by the thought that the 
only course to fellow was to safeguard 
the interest of the shareholders, Gaa- 
erally, we have every reason to be 
satistied and pleased with our total 
progress and the present healthy con- 
dition of the cooperative. The Board, 
therefore, recommend that similar tiags 
in administration be followed for the 
year to come. 

I wish to thank the Directors for 
their unfailing cooperation and suvpuct 
in the fulfilment of my duties. I will 
specially mention the untiring devotion 
of our Secretary, who has had a lar:re 
amount of work to do and who has 
done it faithfully and well. His sin- 
cerity as a cooperator permits us to 
avail ourselves of his valued services 
at small cost. 

In conviusion I wish to thank the 
shareholders for their cooperation and 
to assure them that we shall do our 
very best in the future as in the past 
to prove that, after all, there ia 
strength in cooperation.

BOARD OF DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


This report aims to give the 
shareholders a true picture of the 
operation and the present situation 
of your association. The auditor's 
report with this one wiil give yuu 
the details of the operations of your 
store for a period of one year. The 
store was opened Nov. 17, 1936, and 
the audit and inventory were taken on 
Nov. 16 and 17, 1937. On Sept. Ist, 
1936 twenty citizens met in the Social 
Credit club in Falher to discuss and 
approve a memorandum of associa- 
tion and a bylaw, previously prevoared 
by our Federal Member, Mr. R. A. Pel- 
letier, with Marcel Dompnier, Henery 
Villeneuve and Paul Z. Pelletier. These 
original members that subscribe to the 
inemorandum and bylaw were: H. Vil- 
leneuve, Paul Z. Pelletier, M. Domp- 
nier, etc, twenty in all. 

On Sept. 3 our association was ap- 
proved by the proper authority in Ed- 
monton. In the following month, Oct. 
M. Dompnier, H. Villeneuve, Paul Z. 
Pelletier succeeded in selling 80 more 
shares, bringing the total to 100 
shares. I may say that the prosperity 
certificates in circulation at the tim? 
in the district were a deciding factor 
in securing enough capital to enable 
us to buy our initial stock of merch- 
andise. 

The Directors named in the memor- 
andum of Assn. and approved by the 
original members met on October 2nd 
and elected L. Dantinger as President, 
H. Ethier, vice-pres., and P. E. Pelle- 
tier as secy-treas. It was also decid- 
ed at that meeting to give H. Ville- 
neuve a contract to handle the mer- 
chandise of the co-operative on a 
commission basis to be fixed not later 
than Jan. 15, 1937. On Dec. 9, 1936, a 
contract was drafted and approved by 
the board, fixing the commission at 9 
per cent on the sales of the co-opera- 
tive merchandise. I will now read you 
the contract. 

This procedure was, we will admit, 
departing from the established rules of 
the functions of a Co-operative Assn.. 
The usual way is to hire a manager at 
a fixed salary to handle the business, 
and in considering this action of the 
Board, I hope you will keep in mind 
the precarious situation of the start. 

Fortunately the contract could not 
put a stock of dry goods in the store. 
The position is at the present time 
that the Co-operative’s own the stock 
of groceries and hardware and the 
contractor owns the dry goods and 
radios, etc. Your Board feels that no 
efforts should be spared to secure en- 
ough capital to take control of all the 
lines usually handled by a general 
store. We consider this arrangement 
as temporary and the only course we 
could take in the circumstances. The 
operation of the store in the past year 
indicates that the Board of Directors 
you will choose today may find them- 
selvee in a position which in our opi- 
nion is vital to the welfare of the 
Association, 

Your Board has lately signed an 
application to become a member of 1 
wholesale cooperative association in 
formation in the province and we be- 
lieve it will be possible through this 
arrangement to have a complete line

of stock in your store. This matter, 
however, will come directly to the 
attention of the Board. 1 may add 


that the Board has been working on 
this matter since June last, on mo- 
tion of H. Ethier, seconded by M. 
Dompnier. 

During the past year your Board 
has held eight meetings and all have 
been attended by all the Directors ex- 
cept two meetings which Director E. 
Lanctot found impossible to attend— 
concrete proof t your Board has 
the affairs of the Association at heart. 
And your board has decided not to ask 
for remuneration for their services, 
The necessary expenses of organiza- 
tion have been paid entire n this 
year of operation. Had it not been for 
this account we would have shown a 
net profit of 72, or 22% on the 
paid-up capital. We have maintained 
fire insurance of $1,500 on the stock, 
now valued at $17,505.43. Th 
tractor and the _ secretary-treasurer 
are bonded for $1,000. each, maki a 
total protection of on your ini- 
tial stock of $1,110, We want to 
emphasize the fact that we. have made 
it a first consideration to protect our 
shareholders and trust that whoever 
is appointed as your directgrs . will 
adopt the same policy.

CAR LICENSES GAIN IN ALBERTA 


Over 80,000 passenger car licenses 
have been issued in Albarta since 
April 1, 1937, when the new license 
year plan came into effect, according 
to recent announcement by the Pro- 
vincial Secretary’s Department. 

This total is some 1,400 in excess of 
the aggregate for the previous calen- 
dar year, 1936. As the present year 
will not close until March 31, it is 
apparent that there will be a sub- 
stantial increase over the previous 
year, 

Purchases of new cars are certain to 
increase the license total, in the opin- 
ion of government officials. 

the first three months of 1938 many 
new cars are expected to be bought. 

Increases in car licenses already 
over lasi year is taken as full justifi- 
cation for the policy advocated by the 
Alberta Motor ssociation, which 
claimed these and other advantages 
would result from changing the open- 
ing of the license year from January 1 
to April 1. 

With more cars on the highways, 
garages, service stations and genera! 
business will reap benefits during the 
first three months of 1938, in a period 
which in past years has been slack on 
account of the number of cars taken 
off the roads because of winter condi- 
tions.

wn AN my readers who have been 
brougnt up on the usual newspaper

The lesson is that the Japanese will 
do as much damage as ever they jolly 
wel please and then will grin and 
apotogize. And when our backs are 
turned they grin still more because, in 
ihe expressive phrase of the British 
working man, they have had us for 
mugs. 


Japanese Gentieness 
Second.—There is a book by an edu- 
lived’ in Japan for many years as a 
schoolmaster and married. a Japanese 
wife. and knows the Japanese better 
than.most people. The book its full of 
examples of the inborn cruelty of the 
Japanese, but 1 think nothing iilus- 
trates it better than his story of an 
Englishman who was approached by a 
Japanese beggar who was carrying an 
aged fighing-cormorant which had got 
past its job. 

First the Japanese offered to sell the 
bird to the Englishman for a few 
pence. Naturally the Englishman had 
no_use for it, but the Japanese trotted 
alongside him and began pulling the 
bird's wing-feathers out and offered it 
for a higher price. 

The disgusted Englishman still re- 
fused, So the Japanese took hold of 
the cormorant’s beak and broke off the 
upper mandible close to its skull and 
otfered it to the Englishman at a still 
higher price. The Knglishman, who 
knew enough about the Japanese police 
not to indulge his natural impulse to 
kick the Jap, eventually had to pay 
the brute four or five times ¢he price 
to wring the wretched bird's neck. 

Third.—-Mr. Peter Fleming, whose 
journeys through Asia have provided 
some of,the best literature and history 
for the past three or four years, was 
for a time the wuest of the Japanese 
military authorttics in Manchukuo. He 
went bandit-huvting in the southeast 
and then flew Jehol, the Chinese 
province which the Japanese had just 
stolen, northeast of the Great Wall. 
He was treated as a political guest, 
and had no complaint about the way 
he was treated. 

But he records that the first mer- 
chandise imported into Jehol were 
twenty or so lorry-loads of Korean 
girls for the entertainment of the 
Japanese troops . If one reads history 
one can learn something of how the 
Japanese have treated the Koreans 
since that wretched province was taken 
over after the Russo-Japanese War. 


Japanese Business Methods 


Four.—-Here is an example of Jap- 
anese business morality which was 
within my own knowledge. 

A matter of forty years ago there 
was in Coventry a manufacturing firm 
called the Centaur Cycle Company, 
td. There was more intelligence put 
into their design than into any cycle 
of the time, and they were full of 
clever patents, 

A Japanese business man came to 
Coventry and negotiated for the Cen- 
taur agency. At that time the Jap- 
anese were buying vast quantities of 
bicycles from England. He came with 
good recommendations, he bought 
samples of all the different types of 
Centaurs, and he took them back to 
Japan. 

Months afterwards a letter arrived 
saying that the Centaur Company's 
prices were too high and that he pro- 
posed to buy at a much lower price. 
Failing that, he said, with the usual 
polite phrases, he had patented all the 
patentable points in the Centaur cycles 
in Japan, so that the Centaur Com. 
pany could not sell in Japan except 
through him. And he added that un- 
less the Centaur people were prepared 
to supply at his price he proposed to 
make identical bicycles under his 
patents in Japan. 


A Naval. Yarn 


Five.—This isa story for which I 
cannot vouch myself, but it was com- 
mon talkin the navy and ong snip- 
building people perhaps irty years 
ago. The. Japanese navy asked a 
British ship-building company to ten- 
der for a flotilla of destroyers. They 
insisted that complete drawings of the 
prototype ship should be sent to Japan 
with full specifications of all material 
used and every detail. 

The ship-builders, thinking that per- 
haps there might be a chance of get- 
ting such an order, sent the complete 
drawings and ‘specifications, which 
naturally cost much money, although 
the ship was practically a stock pat- 
tern, merely modified to suit Japanese 
requirements. 

After months of delay the Japanese 
navy sent the. drawings back,--as 
usual with apologies and regrets, just 
like the apologies and regrets that 
they have sent to England and the 
United States and Germany and Iialy. 

A year or two later a couple of 
Japanes, destroyers which had been 
built in Japanese shipyards surprised 
their builders by capsizing when they 
were launehed, And the curious thing 
was that outwardly those ships looked 
exactly like the designs submitted to 
Japan by the British ship-builder. 

For once the Westerner had got the 
hetter of the Oriental mind. Expect- 
ing that something of the sort would 


happen the design department had 
merely arranged in the drawings that 
the metacentre and the centre of 


gravity in the ships should be in the 
wrong place. 

The Chinese, poverty-stricken, starv- 
ing, tied. to the good earth as they are, 
graft-ridden and oppressed, still re- 
gard the Japanese as a nation of 
savages, 

All the foregoing may seem to have 
little enough to do with aviation but 
it all has a bearing on the subject be- 
cause unless one understands the psy- 
chology of the, people with whom one 
has to deal, one cannot deal with them 

caperly: or, as the Bible says, faith- 
ully. 


Japanese Aviation 


Much of the offense committed by 
Japan against the western nations has 
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been committed by Japanese aviators. 
Almost at the beginning a couple of 
Japanese aviators shot up our Am- 
bassador to China driving between 
Nanking and Shanghai. Nobody could 
blame the individual aviators for that, 
because if ambassadors will drive hap- 
hazard in a country that is unofficially 
at war they have got to stand for what 
happen« to them. And, although the 
Japanese have been declared to be the 
aguressors by ninetecR nations in 
solemn conclave, those Japanese avia- 
tors were only dotng their job. 

Then came the bombing of various 
ships indiscriminately in the river off 
Shanghal. 

And since then we have had all this 
bombing and shooting-up of snips in 
the Yangtze above and below and at 
Nanking. 

There may be the excuse that the 
aviators did not see the British and 
American flags flying on flagpoles or 
painted on the deck-houses or awninga 
or what-nots. But a far more likely 
explanation is that the aviators, being 
Japanese, thought that here was a 
heaven-sent chance of bombing or 
shooting-up some of the hated white 
folks 

Any white man who has been com- 
pelled for his sins to live in Japan 
knows that such hatred is inborn and 
instinctive, besides having been de- 
veloped by school education and by 
training thereafter. The battering of 
my friend's car hy the Japanese sentry 
was a simple manifestation of the 
feeling. 


Teaching the Japanese 

An interesting point is that the 
Japanese have been taught to fly by 
us. Comparatively shortly after the 
armistice in 1918 the Japanese repre- 
sentatives over here asked our Air 
Ministry to send a mission to Japan to 
teach their navy people to fly. The 
air Ministry wisely refused. Then 
the Japanese set about engaging an 
Uspanized training establishment. 

Somehow they got in touch with 
Cotonel The Master of Sempill, now 
Lord Sempuill, and he organized what 
was, I think, called a mission. He 
took with him fiying inatructors and 
technical instructors and mechanical 
instruciors, all picked men of the best 
sort. ‘they inciuded, for example, 
Major Brackley, U.8.O., D.S.C., now 
superintendent of flying in impcrial 
Airways, and Mr. F, Vaughan- Fowler, 
now of the Indian Aviation Deveiop- 
ment Company, Ltd., and Mr. Bernard 
Fowler, one of the pioneer pilots of 
this country, who had a fiying school 
before the war at EKastbourne. ‘The 
technical men were of equally high 
valibre, 

Naturally I was interested in their 
work because I had exactly the sume 
opinion of the Japanese then that I 
have now. The general opinion of the 
instructors may be summed up in the 
expression that the Japanese can learn 
anything but can understand very 
little. 

The flying instructors said that you 
could teach a Jupanese to fly and that 
he would fly all right so long as 
nothing went wrong, but if anything 
happened suddenly he was liable to 
throw up his hands and scratch his 
head and say to himself, “What does 
the book say?” And, if the book did 
not provide for that particular pre- 
uicament, he was sunk, 

Much the same thing applied in the 
workshops. So long as you could 
show the Japanese mechanics exactly 
wnat they had to do if any one of cer- 
tain things happened, then they would 
do the work ali right. Naturally, the 
sort of people who turn out Japanese 
carvings must have hands. 

But, according to the technical in- 
structors, you could never make the 
ordinary Japanese mechanic under- 
stand why things happened as they 
did, nor teach him enough about the 
why and wherefore of aeroplanes and 
lG.ors to make sure that he would 
deal properly with an unexpected hap- 
pening. 


No Reason to Be Friendly With Japs 


We white people have no reasun to 
be friendly with Japan. As a people 
they are hostile to us in evry way. 
‘they are practically of no use to us 
in trade, so there is no commercial in- 
cventive- to be civil to them. They buy 
a certain amount of raw material Crom 
us and from the United States, and 
they are buying machinery from Ger- 
many and the States. 

But they buy no finished goods 
worth talking about, except samples 
to copy from, as they bought chose 
Centaur bicycles. And few commercial 
people like doing business with them. 

On the other hand by employing 
what is practically slave labor, which 
because of the low standard of living 
in Japan can be got at a price which 
we cannot touch, and by copying our 
manufacturing methods and using the 
cheapest of material, the Japanese cut 
us out on sheer price. 

I have never had greater respect for 
the British working man than when a 
few weeks ago the stevedores at 
Southampton refused to unload some 
tons of Japanese cut-price goods which 
came to us from Canada. That in 
itself is an indication ot what price- 
cutting. means,—the Japs were able to 
ship that stuff across the Pacific, train 
it across Canada and ship it across 
the Atlantic, and then sell it at a price 
which no European manufacturer 
could touch, 

A government that was worth its 
keep would prohibit the entry of slave- 
produced cut-price goods. And if the 
government will not do its duty by the 
British working man the British work 
man is justified, as-in this instance, in 
taking the law into his own hands. 

There was only the merest reference 
to that incident in the London papers, 
but it should have been given full-page 
headlines. 


Peace or War 

None of us wishes for a war,— 
except perhaps the ultra-pacifist-cum- 
Communist folk such as permeate the 
R.A.E. at Farnborough. And they are 
only prepared to send other peoj.e to 
war in somebody else's cause. They 
do not want to go to war themselves 
for the sake of our own working 
people. 

If ever there was justifivation for 
war, that justification exists in China 
today. The British Empire and the 
United States and Germany all have 
adequate cause. But our government 
did nothing when British) sailors were 
tortured in Formosa. And we did 
nothing when the Chinese, a friendly 
nation, were invaded by the Japanese. 
And presumably we shall do nothing 
now that British soldiers h-ve been 
killed in Shanghai and British sailors 
on the Yangstzse River. 

But sorne day there is going to be a 
war between the white nations and the 
Japanese in the Paoific, just as surely 
ans there is to be a war betwoen 
the white nations and the Russians in 
Europe, in apite of the efforts of poll- 
ticlans and newspapers to stir up 
trouble between the white nations,

Again the extraordinary vigor of the 
automobile industry has cen demon- 
strated by a gain in sales of passenger 
cars for the first eleven months of the 
past year of 32.1 per cent over the 
corresponding. period of 136, as re- 
flected in official registration figures 
for the Dominion of Canada. The 
gain in registrations of new commer- 
cial vehicles for the eleven months 
amounted to 44.8%. 

This latter figure is particularly sig- 
nificant as it represents in a measure 
the increased transportation needs of 
industry and business as a whole, and 
so reflects ai further gain towards 
general economic recovery. 

The vitality and enterprise of tne 
autemobile industry has become pro- 
verbial, and there seems no end to the 
process of progressive change in the 
automobile and to its increasing popu- 
larity as a means of individual trans- 
portation. Twenty years ago the mo- 
tor car was regarded as a luxury. The 
passenger cars were referred to as 
“pleasure cars.” Most of them were 
open cars and most people who owned 
them laid them up fur the winter. The 
winter street cleaning which is now 
general in cities and towns was then 
mostly confined to removing some of 
the snow after a heavy storm. The 
clearing of main highways was noc 
even thought of. 


Our pre- coat systerus of provincial 
highways, which would have _ been 
thought an impossible dream two de- 


cades ago, are today regarded as ob- 
solete and are being replaced rapidly 
by mcdern systems more suited to the 
needs of today’s traffic. These roads 
by the way, are literally the gift of the 
motor vehicle to the nation, as gaso- 
Jjine and other taxes On motor cars and 
trucks have provided the revenue ne- 
cessary for their construction and 
maintenance. 

Furthermore, the development of the 
motor car, and the highways which 
have been built as a consequence of 
that development, have made possibl: 
the enormous tourist traffic which is 
today our second largest Canadian in- 
dustry. 

Thinking back twelve or fourteen 
years ago, one remembers with a smile 
that one of the chief topics of conver- 
sation among those concerned with the 
industry was the “Saturation point.” 
There was speculation about how soon 
this mythical point would be reached; 
when production would have reached 
ita msximum and the sole task would 
be to supply the replacement demand. 
Today that replacement demand alone 
is far larger than the total market of 
those days of “saturation point’ de- 


bate. The phrase is never heard to- 
day. No one knows how far off that 
point may be as production facilities 


become modernized and expanded and 
production volume aims at _ greater 
heights. 

Another opinion widely held in those 
days was that the automobile had 
reached its height of development and 
that no further important improve- 
ments could be made tin its design and 
construction. Almost every year since 
that time advancements have been 
made which would have been thought 
revolutionary in the early days of the 
industry but which today are regarded 
as commonplace. How often one hears 
the saying nowadays—‘not very much 
change in motor cars this year.” Yet 
in actual fact in costiy research lab- 
oratories and engineering institutes 
thousands of the industry's engineers 
are constantly searching, experiment- 
ing, inventing, testing, discovering new 
materials and new uses of materials, 
and new uses of matérials, and innu- 
merable improvements in the design 
and construction of body and chassis. 
Every year many of these advance- 
ments are incorporated in the new 
models. Not all of them are radical or 
spectacular. Many of them are highly 
technical and are not readily explain- 
ed to the public in the language of the 
advertising man Yet anyone who 
steps out of a model, say two or three 
years old, and gets behind the wheel 
of one of the new 1988 cars will at 
once experience and readily recognize 
the tremendcus advancements which 
have been made. 

Another factor which has contribut- 
ed largely to the values built into the 
modern automobile is the progress 
which has been made in manufactur- 
ing methods. This, of course, is sume- 
thing with which the average car 
owner has little opportunity to become 
familiar, yet the story of the plant en- 
gineer and manufacturing executive of 
developments during the it fourteen 
years would read like a y book to 
anyone who could understand it. These 


advancements in plant layout, con- 
struction and equipment, together 
with scientific engineering and in- 


creased production volume have toge- 
ther resulted in cars which have been 
reduced in price to almost half of what 
they cost the buyer in 1924. At the 
same time the actual value in use of 
the vehicle has ineveased at least 
threefold. 

How long will these advancements 
continue? Will the automobile indus- 
try continue its record setting ce of 
progress? The answer is-—‘ ong as 
the buying public continues to buy 
more and more motor cara and to de- 
mand better and better ones, so long 
as the demand for the product contin- 
uae at a high level, progress will never

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INVENT TWO DEVICES FOR 
FILMING STORMS AT SEA

The “ircn egg” and the “self-wiping 
windshieli” are the two amazing in- 
ventions to make possible filming of 
storms at sea, hazards of sailors on 
fishing schooners, and thrilling marine 
rescues, on a scale never possible 
before. 

They are the newest equipment for 
operation of cameras on boats, devel- 
oped by John Arnold, president of the 
American Society of Cinematographers, 
for use in “Captains Courageous,” 
Kipling’s epic of the ocean, which will 
_be at the Capitol Theatre Thursd:ty, 
Friday and Saturday next week. 

The “iron egg” is a heavy egg-shaped 
mass of solid iron suspended from a 
framework to which the camera is at- 
tached, permitting it to swing like a 
pendulum. The result is stability 
within five degrees, no matter how a 
boat may toss. 

“This at last removes the effect of 
the ocean careening all over the screen 
a sa boat rocks,” explains Arnold. “As 
a matter of fact, utilizing gravity, the 
camera automatically steadies itself.’ 

The “self-wiping windshield” is a 
disk of plate glass, about eight inches 
in diameter, rotated before the cainera 
lens at high speed by a motor. Pres- 
sure plates about its circumference 
keep it wiped and polished at all times 
so that spray, waves, or drops of sea 
water can never obstruct the lens. 

Both were installed on the Glouces- 
ter fishing schooner “Spinney” for 
location work in the picture in which |

What 
did Mr. Mackenzie King mean when at 
Saskatoon he said, in effect, that 
Canada could never expect to get auy 
place until she first gained control of 
her credit? If this be so, why has he 
done nothing about it? 

These are a few of the questions I 
would like to have answered. And in 
closing, as regards a business govern- 
ment, if I were going to form one I 
would first get rid of all the gold 
braid, and red tape, and form a council 
on the pattern of a town council, just 
one partv and on my council there 
would only be room for business men, 
not politicians that would run us 160 
mililon dollars in debt in a few years.
